The Druids were probably the first 
to dedicate such a ceremonial log and 
fire. The ancient priests chose the log 
carefully, blessed it with many cere 
monies and proclaimetiythat it, should 
ever keep burning. Each year a brand 
was saved to rekindle a new fire a 
year later.

In many countries, the entire family 
must help carry in the -Yule log, with 
oldest and youngest supporting an end. 
The oldest man, usually grandfather, 
pours wine.on the log three times,-ask- 
ing health, wealth and happiness for 
the family. Then the youngest lad 
drinks to the newly lighted fire, em- 
blem of light for another year, fol- 
lowed by the others of the family. 

Or the Yule log may be. placed on 
the fire and allowed to burn ohly a 
few seconds*It is removed and covered 
with a cloth, and the children of the 
family beat it With sticks to: drive evil 
out of their lives. The parents then 
tell the children. to go outside, to ask 
forgiveness for their misdeeds. -When 
the youngsters return, they find their 
Christmas” presents under the-ctoth. 

Many superstitions stil] surround the 
Yule log, It must be touched only with 
clean hands. If it does not burn 
through the night, bad luck will be in 
store during the coming year. Often 
it is burned half through, then pre- 
served a against light- 
ning. Ashes of the Yule log are be 
lieved to make fruit trees bear more 
abundantly, if buried at the roots.

30,000,000 Britons Now’ Get Food | 
From Own Farms--- Remarkable Growth 


By J. A. SCOTT WATSON 
Agricultural Attache to the 
British _ Embassy, Washington 

This is part of a speech de- 
livered this week to the Victoria 
and Islands branch of the Ca- 
nadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists. 


The maintenance of food sup- 
plies has been a major problem 
in most major °wars. 
throughout history, men have as- 
sociated peace with plenty and 
war’ with famine. Farms are 
devastated by war; manpower 
has to be withdrawn fram food 
production; transportation . of 


food. is interrupted;.fooed..ships. 


are sunk; and there is inevitable 
logs and wastage in feeding the 
soldiers in the field. 

To overcome these difficulties 


during the last three years (and) 
they have largely been overcome } 
has required the co- 


thus far) 
ordinated efforts of many food 
producers—and especially—of the 
farmers of your country and 
mine and those of the United 
States, It has already required 
considerable satrifices on the part 
of consumer$—our consumers in 
Britain; yours in Canada and 
those of Russia. Even in the 
United States, with all its recent 
history of food surpluse’, there is 
already a call for economy and 
sacrifice. To complete the story 
of co-operation we must remem. 
ber the parts played by railway. 
men and merchant gailors, by 
food processors and by food’ dis- 
tributors. 
BRITAIN’S ROLE 

May I begin with the part of 
the story that I happen to know 
best, and tell you something of 
the role of the British farmer 
He was told, almost on the first 
day of the war, what was ex 
pected of him. He would Have to 
grow more grain, more potatoes, 
more sugar beet and vegetables. 
He would have to sacrifice many 
of his pastures and probably re 
duce the numbers of his livestock 
But he would have to maintain 
the ontput of milk" whieh was 
destined to play a great part in 
the wartime diet, and was essen- 
tial to the preservation of the 
health of the nation’s children 
AlLout effort was to be required 
from every single farmer, and to 
ensure this farmers were placed 
under government orders. Fail 
ure to comply with orders was 
made a punishable offence—pun 
ishable by fine and imprisonment. 
Serious want of co-operative ef- 
fort, or serious inefficiency, was 
to be grounds for the eviction of 
the farmer from his land. These 
powers have been sternly applied 
whenever necessary; but the ne 
cessity has rarely arisen. In fact,

At the outbreak of war Britain 
was producing enough food to 
maintain about 16 millions out of 
her 47 million people, Three- 
fifths of her farm land was in 
pasture, and her herds and flocks 
depended upon imports of feed to 
the extent of about 8,000,000 tons 
a year—Argentine corn, Canadian 
and Persian barley, oilseeds from | 
many countries, and -so forth. 
Moreover, times had been bad for 
farmers on the poorer land, and 
a@ good deal of this-was in course 
of going ‘back to scrub, bog and 
moor. The scrub had to’ be! 
cleared, the wet fields drained, 
the sour lands dressed with lime. 
And while all this had to go for- 
ward many ablebodied men had! 
to leave the land for the forces, 
their places being. taken by -chil-| 
dren and old men,-by—the-farm | 
women and, not least, by the city 
girls who were organized under 
the Women's Land Army. The 
Land Army is now 50,000 strong 


EQUIPMENT NEEDED 

Apart—from--the-—-problem of 
Jabor was that of equipment_and 
raw materials, Very early in’ the 
war we called upon the United 
States and. Canada for the tract 
ors, ploughs, seeders, binders and
